Price of Tobacce on the Rise. 

For some months past the consumers of 
tobacco, in all ite various shapes, have accus- 
tomed themselves to pay higher prices for the 
“weed” than it was their practice to do a 
year ago. These prices have kept a steady in- 
creage until af last they present figures just 
double those which indicated the former 
prices. Segars, chewing, (fine-cut and plag) 
and emoking tobacco are now expensive lux- 
uries indeed. Snufl, too, of all kinds has 
gone up and nearly doubied im price. 

Anderson’s “ solace,"’ now that the tar ts 
in fal) operation, has set a higher value upon 
and commands a price ot ten cents per 
paper, an increase of four cents over the old 
price. Liilenthal’s ‘‘ Young America” ts 
also now sold at the same figure. Tubaceo 
which formerly retailed for three cents per 
paper is now sold for six cents. This was 
usually sold to retailers for six y-eight cents 
per dozen, while now for the same quality, 
the wholesale dealers receive one dollar and 
fifty cents. Solace,“ which retailers for- 
meriy purchased for six dollars per gross, 
cannot be bought now for less than twelve 
dollars, 

Of course the immediate cause of this in- 
crease is the tax which hs been laid upon the 
raw material.

The Hecker Regiment and the 

For the past two or three days the Chicago 
Times bas been filled with a tissue of false- 
boods ard columns of contemptible and das- 
tardly attacks upon the gallant Hecker regi- 
ment, for preeuming to come home and vote. 
In its desperation effort to seek some 
cause for the utter t of ite party, it can 
find none but the Hecker regiment. The 
Hecker regiment was the cause of Sherman's 
defeat; the cause of his losing 800 votes in 
the city ; they voted Legally; they deposited 
800 votes Im the ballot boxes; they charged 
bayonets upon innocent people; they invad- 
ed the ballot box vi ef armis ; we wonder they 
did not charge them with sackiag aud pillag- 
ing the city.
